OURTEEN long years of travel and 
study in Tibet have enabled the 
authoress to write authoritatively of that 
mysterious country and to imbibe much 


of the occult lore of its-priests, the lamas. | 


A useful knowledge of Yibetan and its 
several dialects, and the fact that she 1s 


"a practising Buddhist, have won for her 


the esteem and confidence of some of the 
greatest “ascetics and mystics, at whose 
feet she has learned many of the more 
abstruse doctrines of higher lamaism. 

It is with the doctrines and teachings 
of the more enlightened of these that the 
book is chiefly concerned, and. the student 
of mysticism will find much to interest— 
indeed, to astound—him in the mystic 
and psychic powers of the Tibetan ascetics. 
In the beginning of the book the authoress 
gives an example of a naljorpa, or ascetic, 
possessing magic powers, to whom she 
made a small offering of money. He was 
displeased with it, saying that he possessed 
already more than he could carry; but 
her interpreter pressed the gift upon him, 
and took a step forward to place the 
money near the lama. ~All at once he 
staggered and fell backwards, as. if 
violently pushed. The naljorpa arose and 
left them. ‘‘I feel as if I had received 
a terrible blow,” said Dawasandup, the 
interpreter. : 

The lamaists set great store by clever- 
ness, ‘and “ he wha knows how to go about 
it could live comfortably, even in hell,”’ 
is a favourite saying in Tibet. 
well versed in the proper “ method,” 1s 
believed to possess the power of modi- 
fying for the better his future 
state. He is supposed to cause 
himself to be re-born in the most agreeable 
conditions possible, though, in some cases, 
the adverse influences of evil past actions 
may nullify this ‘power. Initiztes and 
contemplative lamas are supposed to fore- 
see the experiences and sensations that 
accompany death while yet living. They 
will be neither surprised nor troubled, 
therefore, when their present personality 
disintegrates ; for that special conscious- 
ness, destined to endure, will be familiar 
already with the next world. 

The chapters devoted to the psychic 
training of the disciples are especialiy in- 
teresting, and the trials and hallucina- 
tions—or, as is grimly hinted, actual 
occult, maleficent beings—which they ex 
perience are sufficient to daunt the most 
devout. 

Telepathy is a science among the 
Tibetans as with natives of other 
countries, and they appear often to possess 
abnormal powers, suclr as the ig ortsa 
of Tumo, or psvchic heat, which saved 
the devout Buddhist poet and philosopher, 
Milarespa, during an enforced sojourn in 
the frozen wilderness. 

The ghastly rite called rolang—or the 
corpse who stands up—is_ particularly 
worthy of mention. The celebrant is shut 
in a chamber alone with the corpse, and, 
to animate the body, he lies on it mouth 
to mouth, mentally repeating a magic 
formula and excluding all other thoughts. 
By and by the corpse begins to move, it 
stands up and tries to break free from the 
sorcerer’s embrace. It struggles more and 
more fiercely, bounding to an astonishing 
height, while the necromancer--holds on 
with his lips to the mouth of the cerpse, 
actually for dear life, since, if he fails to 
subdue the dreadful creature which he has 
re-animated, he must die himself. At last, 
the tongue of the corpse protrudes from 
its mouth, and the magician at once bites 
it off, when the corpse at once collapses. 
The tongue is carefully preserved as a 
potent magical weapon. 

An analysis of this remarkable book 
will convince the student that Tibetans. 
at least, possess a profound knowledge of 
mysticism, and have developed greatly 
certain mental powers that most people 
have allowed to fall into disuse.

HOSE who interest themselves in the 
sensational will find that in 
volume Mr. Russell has pandered to their 
tastes in no small measure. He presents 
before us the facts concerning some fifty 
crimes, several of which were committed 
in these islands. All of them contain 
elements to appal or to mystify, and are 
inspired by such various motives as 
passion, jealousy, revenge, greed, blood 
lust and the proverbial fury of: slighted 
woman. 
The stories of many murders of almost 


historical notoriety are told in a rather | 


uninspired, though not entirely unattrac 
tive, style. 
and its attendant circumstances one often 
is confronted with facts which serve 
murderer, and thus, perhaps, seem to 
mitigate the repulsive nature of his crim 

The public appetite for this type o° 
literature is apt to be satiated with over- 
abundance of supply, but we may acclaim 
Mr. Russell's book as a valuable and care- 
ful contribution to criminology. 
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FRENCH CLASSICISM, 
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By H. 
Ltd. 


Introduction to French Classicism. 
Cauldwell, London: Macmillan and Co., 
6/- nett. 

HIS book first introduces us to the 

crucial beginning of the era of French 
classicism——the founding of the salon by 
the Marquise de Rambouillet. In the 
salon were assembled weekly a _ distin- 
guished group of men famous in literature, 
politics and wit, whose objects were mainly 
intellectual. ‘“T’Astrée,” written by 
Honoré D’Urfé, published between 1607 
and 1627, and praised by such men as La 
Fontaine, La Rochefoucauld and Racine, 


proved to be of yreat benefit to the salon 
in its idealisation of purity and refinement. 

The practical result of this salon was the 
production of such masters as Corneille, 


Racine, La Rochefoucauld, Madame de 


Bruyere, all of whose contributions to 
classicism are summed up ably and appre- 
ciated in this short, interesting book. 
Corneille, Racine and Moliére are all 
psychological dramatists, though every one 
of these three has much in him apart from 
the others. Their limitations in adhering 
to the unities and their. treatment solely 
of the springs of human nature are. 
perhaps, the only points common to the 
three in their works. La Rochefoucauld is 
renowned for having written his Mazimes, 
the result of disillusionment in life. 
Thougk. the subject-matter is personal, 1t 
is treated in the main objectively, which 
is typical of te aloof idea of classieism. 

La=Bruyére, perhaps, can be compared 
to hth by reason of the abundant maxims 
which he introduces in his book, “ Les 
Caracteres.’’ Madame de Sévigné, in her 
letters, throws another Hight on French 
classicism. She shows that, in spite of the 
avid, outwardly repelle-t appearance of 
the works of the period, there is as much 
of human, emotional interest (covered by 
an awesome exterior) to be found in it, as 
in any other period. The eult of Pascal! 
“Le mot est haissable” is rigidly 
observed, but the human mind and feel- 
ings still work the same>.In La Fontaine's 
fables we come in contact with the undying 
spirit of France. He is, perhaps, the most 
pleasing of all the classic writers. 

As one reads through this book, one 
begins to understand and find sympathy 
with those classics that formerly seemed 
dull and insurmountable. We are shown 
the richness and variety of literary produc- 
tions during a period when so many great 
men lived and thought and produced im- 
mortal works. Obstacles that often annoy- 
ingly beset the path of the beginner, and 
even more advanced students, are removed.

The Spaniard, for example, 
mars his attempt by erring on the side of 
the elaborate. since the real Spanish 
omelette, fried in oil and served like a 
pancake, contains chopped ham, a lamb’s 
kidney, mushrooms, tomatoes, green 
chillis, onion and parsley. 

Omelettes cannot be ascribed to any in- 
ventor; vet they have a place in history. 
For instance, there is the one which the 
Duc d’Orleans ordered to be prepared on 
one occasion at Fontainebleau. It. con- 
tained 120 eces, which he had stuffed 
witn a púree of chopped truffles and cray 
fish. Again the famished Condorcet, when 
fleeing from arrest, brought about his

i last week when I saw a girl trundling a

“well pleased with the day’s amusement.”

trast with the methods used in lotteries 
formerly. I have just read an account re- 
cently of a lottery conducted in London at 
the beginning of the last century. 

At that time it was not necessary to 
hold the winning ticket, but any number 
could be backed to win through ticket in- 
surance offices. As with the Hospital 
Sweep to-day, thé drawing was done over 
a series of days. One of the persons 
drawing the tickets, a boy of the Blue- 
coat School, was bribed to draw secretly a 
ticket on the first day, and to keep it 
hidden until the following day, when he 
was to draw the same ticket again—openly 
this time. In the meantime those in the 
secret backed the ticket <t all the ticket 
insurance offices. Next day the box 
“- palmed ”’ the ticket, and then proceeded 
to draw it as.a winning number. 

Suspicion was aroused when it was dis- 
covered that the ticket had been backed 
at nearly a hundred offices, and the boy, 
on being taxed, owned up. Only one of 
the gang was caught, and even he got off, 
since there was not enough evidence to 
convict him. He had obtained £400 out 
of the swindle, and would have obtained 
several thousands had he not been caught. 

Eventually, in 1834, because of this and 
similar scandals, the lottery was abolished. 


Profitable ‘Gourists. 


I see a striking indication of the “' spot 
cash ’’ importance of tourist traffic bv an 
analysis just prepared by the Canadian 
National Railways. The figures show that 
in one year visitors to the Dominion num- 
ber over 20,000,000 people, and that every 
tourist represents a potential revenue of, 
approximately, £2 16s. During the 1930 
season tourist expenditure in Canada 
reached the total of £56,000,000. In -he 
previous year the amount was greater, in 
spite of the fact that the numbers were 
less. Visitors entering by the ocean ports 
spent £2,590,000; motor car travellers 
£40,080,000, and those journeying by -ail 
and steamer £43,400,000. 

By a coincidence, a correspondent calls 
my attention to a letter in a current 
London weekly, written in comment on a 
recent article therein on “ Touring im 
Ireland.’’ The writer of the letter says 
that he has travelled all over the world 
and has found that the most expensive 
countries for tourists are Canada and 
Ireland, the latter also being the most 
expensive in Europe. I am sorry to add 
that he proceeds to furnish details which 
appear to justify the statement.

The reason 
for the term ‘ ortho- 
dox’ being applied 
to certain Eastern 
Churches is that 
these are descended 
in an unbroken line 
from the Church 
which, hefore the 
division of 1054 4.D., 
when the East sepa- 
rated from West, had 
kept the orthodox 
creeds of the seven General Councils.’’ <A 
striking point of resemblance between the 
Anghean and Eastern Churches was a 
common imsistence on self-government. The 
Anglican Church already recognises the 
orders of the Easterns, and the Churches of 
Constantinople, Jerusalem, Cyprus, Greece 
and Alexandria had reciprocated by recognis- 
ing Anglican orders. 

‘“ If, however, I lead you to believe that 
the Irish Church and Anglican Communion, 
as a whole, are the same in every respect as 
the Eastern Churches, the impression would 
be false,’’ observed the Rev. W. E. Van- 
deleur. ‘‘ We shall not find any of our pre- 
sent difficulties unsurmountable if we practise 
faith and patience.”’

RELAND, long regarded as an angler’s 
| paradise, ‘is vearlv attracting increased 
numbers of Waltonians from other coun- 
tries, and since the present season has al- 
ready shown ample evidence of being better 
than any of the preceding seasons of the Jast 
decade or so, the fishing visitor is assured 
of good sport and plenty of it. To the seeker 
after salmon this is especially so. Ireland 
has experienced heavy autumnal rains’ for 
several years in succession, and consequently 
spawning fish have been permitted, by high 
waters, to reach manv smaller streams and 
hack-waters, which in the ordinary course of 
things would have been inaccessible to them. 
Here the young fish have had a hetter chance 
of growing than if they had been hatched 
in deeper waters, which, as every fisherman 
knows, are invariably infested with natural 
enemies of the young fish in the shape of 
birds, otters and others of their own species. 
Moreover, when in the last few years the 
time came for the voung salmon to make for 
the sea, they were better able to resist ex- 
tinction in the shane of seal or cormorant. 
Now, after four years’ sojourn in mid- 
Atlantic, they are returning—with that re- 
markable instinct which has long been a 
mystery to naturalists and scientists—to each 
of the rivers in which thev were hatched. 
and the fisherman’s day of plenty is at 
hand. 

Nor is that all. The importance of maintain- 
ing Ireland's natural fishing facilities has 
long been recognised by the Governments— 
and by private individuals—of North and 
South, and in many parts of Ireland, notably 
on the Foyle and Bann, the Blackwater, 
Boyne and Owena rivers, hatcheries are each 
year producing many millions of salmon and

by individual or combined 
To take an instance at ran- 
dom: Though only three years in ex- 
istence, the Kenmare Anglers’ Association 
has distributed, through its hatchery at 
Corrig, upwards of 200.000 brown trout fry 
in the rivers and lakes of that district. As 
an instance of the good work being carried 
on through official channels, it is only neces- 
sary to state that in 1928 the Gowernments 
of Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State 
spent between them upwards of £40.000 in re- 
stocking and superyising .xivers, destroying 
foes of the salmon, white and brown trout, 
and preventing poaching and netting of fish. 

Many other facilities and attractions there 
are which Ireland, 'and of shining mere and 
rippling stream, offers to the piscatorial 
visitor. In the Free State alone there are 
over 700 rivers officially recognised as ‘‘ fish- 
able,” while there are countless smaller—but 
ny less profitable—streams in which the 
Kuight of the Rod may try his luck and find 
it good. Northern Ireland. too, holds within 
its borders equally abundant facilities for 
fishing in lake, river, and stream; and since 
in nearly in every district throughout the 
country there is tree fishing to be had for 
the asking,, cost scarcely enters into the 
question at all.. The seeker. after salmon 
must, of course, pay for his licence—a toll 
levied for the honour of battling with the 
King of the River—but the trout fisher, 
unless he is after sea trout, needs no licence 
at all. In every district, moreover, he will 
find cheap, but ample, hotel accommodation. 
and, in addition, the pleasant company of 
local fellow-auglers, to whom, if he is wise, 
he will defer in such matters as choice of 
flies or the selection of a stretch of waters,

| fastnesses is now within a few hours’ run of 


Dublin. That is one of the decided advan- 
tages of the growth of modern transport. 
Killarney, the emerald gem of the Western 
world, with the inexhaustible beauty of its 
mountains, lakes. and fells, can now be 
reached in a couple of hours by rail or by 
motor. It is attempting to paint the lily to 
write of Killarney. No place else can charm 
the eye with such bright and varied tints. 
Surely it is beauty’s home. The mountain 
peaks, the gushing cascades, the velvet green 
swards, the luxuriance of bloom and foliage, 
combine to form this masterpiece of nature, 
mzde for man's delight and wonder. 
splendid hotels to tend to tne creature com- 
forts, what more can one want? 

If the holiday-maker desires a more rugged 
type of beauty. it is to be found in plenty 
in the hills of Connemara, which can be 
approached from Galway. The City of the 
Tribes is a wonderfully interesting old city— 
in some respects the most iascinating town 
in Ireland, with the Spanish influence still 
strongly in evidence. The city makes a fine 
centre for getting around. The Corrib is the 
Mecca of salmon fishermen, and one of 
the unforgettable sightS is to see" the 
shoals of salmon, drawn up in serried ranks, 
thousands in number, at the foot of the great 
weir, waiting to make the leap that will 
bring them to the spawning grounds. Salthill, 
a bracing seaside spot, is within two miles 
of the centre of the city. 


CONNEMARA'S CAPITAL. 


Further west is Clifden, the capital of 

Connemara. trom which magnificent motoring 
roads radiate through the mountains. Recess. 
Baliinahinch and Kylemore are all set in the 
midst of glorious mountain scenery, and 
sweeping to the north 1s the wondrous stretch 
of country away to Leenane at the head of 
the Great Killary, that glorious fjord, with 
which only the most magnificent of those ot 
Norway can compare. ‘The whole Channel! 
Fleet has frequently anchored in it within a 
stone's throw of the hotel. ‘there are thousands 
of acres of shooting, stocked with grouse. 
hares and snipe, all free to visitors to the 
hotel. 
_A more fairy-like picture cannot be con- 
ceived than. is presented from the Pass of 
Salruck looking over the Killary and the 
broad expanse of the Atlantic. Dotted with 
occasional islands, it 1s a panorama which 
defies adequate description. 

Qne can only touch on a few of the attrac 
tions of Connemara. ‘To describe its glory 
and glamour is impossible. ‘lo appreciate its 
appeal one must visit it and wander through 
it at wall, 

For the motorist it is an easy step on te 
Mayo, with its fascinating western coastline 
Where can a lovelier picture be seen than in 
the neighbourhood of Westport, pleasantly 
situated at the head of Clew Bay, that inlet 
studded with its hundred isles. Over all towers 
listoric Croagh Patrick, the scene of the 
annual pilgrimage. Further north he Newport. 
a rising seaside resort, and Mallaranny, well 
known for its fine sport and scenery beloved 
of our Irish ar@gists. Further on is 
Sound, where a mere thread of silver 
scunned by a bridge separates Achill Island 
from the mainiand. 

‘he coast of Mavo displays scenery unsur- 
passed in most countries of Europe, and is 
well worth the effort necessary to view it. 
That is one of the little things that make 
th» holiday so memorable. 

TO SLIGO. 

From Mavo bv road or rail one can 
ceed to Shgo, which is becoming more and 
more popular as a centre for the holiday- 
makers. The town of Sligo is beautifully 
situated in a saucer-like plain, with great 
hills surrounding it on three sides. Through 
the town tumbles the lovely Garavogue 
tiver, and from one’s hotel doors the visitor 
can step cn steamer or boat to make a trip 
up-river to Lough Gill with its manv 
heautiful islands. Here is the mystic Lake 
Isle of Innisfree, which W. B. Yeats has 
tiade famous in his poem. Further on the 
steamer reaches the old world town of 
Dromahair, where are situate the ruins of the 
castle of the U’Rourkes of Breffni, and 
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heme of the faithless Dervogilla, whose way- 
wardness changed the course of Irish history. 

Within fifteen minutes’ ‘bus ride of Sligo 
is the popular seaside place Rosses Point, a 
great plavground for visitors. (On the 
up posite side of the bay is Strandhill, back 
ot which towers Knocknaree, that great hill 
cupped by Queen Maeve’s Tomb. 


DONEGAL’S GATEWAY. 

From Sligo it is but an hour s journey into 
Bundoran. which is the gateway to Donegal 
of the wild hills. Thousands of people tell 
you in all seriousness that Hundoran 1s the 
only place along the West where vou really 
get a whiff of Atlantic ozone. That may be 
an exaggeration, but there 1s no doubting the 
bracing air of that lovely seaside place, which 
provides amusements in plenty for all who 
there, and the numbers increase every 
sc ason. : 

Within a short motor journey of Bundoran 
is the little town of Belleek, from where one 
can make the trip down the lovely Lough 
Erne. This lake, some twenty-two mules in 
length, does not receive half the attention it 
deserves from visitors, whilst Enniskillen, at 
the southern end of the lake, is a historic old 
town worth a visit. 

Lough Derg, to the north of Lough Erne, 
is the scene of the great pilgrimages from all 
over Ireland. Accommodation is available at 
Pettigo, four miles away, and on the island 
for pilgrims. 

At Ballyshannon are the falls of Assaroe, 
and within a few miles is the town ol 
Donegal, where the Abbey of the Four 
Masters and Castle of the O'Donnells possess 
great interest for antiquaries. 7 

Donegal is one of the most picturesque 


cy

eounties in Ireland, and already long famous 
as a holiday resort. It is foremost and above | 
all a mountain area, largely made up of high 
ridges and deep valleys. The coast is pictu- 
resque, broken with innumerable. headlands 
and bays, off which are studded. innumerable 
islands. Lakes are numerous, and the fish- 
ing excellent. Kock and heather are every- 
where, with stretches of rich pasture and | 
tillage in some parts. Most of the well. | 
known hotels are delightfully situated in the 
open country, with nothing but sea, lake or 
mountain in sight, or the little fields and 
whitewashed cottages of the country folk. 

The Inishowen Peninsula in the North is 
an ideal district for the holiday-maker, who | 
can make his headquarters at Moville, Bun- 
crana or Carndonagh. Buncrana and Port- 
salon are favourite resorts. 

Then there is beautiful Rosapenna, with 
its splendid eighteen-hole golf links ranking 
among the finest in the country. Save by 
motor, this country would be inaccessible 
were it not for the narrow gauge railway 
which winds from Derry to Letterkenny. 
The latter is the chief town of the county, 
and boasts a fine Cathedral and some good 
hotels. It is an ideal centre from which to 
tour the Donegal Highlands; the district also 
embraces some of the finest free salmon and 
sea-trout fishing in Ireland. 


THE CITY OF CORK. 

The City of Cork is an admirable centre for 
these who wish to make holiday in the Sonth 
of Jreland. It is only a few miles from Cobh, 
which is the point of communication between 
Ireland and America, and the landing place 
for tourists from America, Cork City itself 
is full of interest for the visitor—no city is 
more generously favoured in location, stand- 
ing. as it.does, on the beautiful River Lee. 
Deli¢htful trips from the city can he made 
by rail, steamer or ’bus to the many seaside 
resorts along the lovely. stretch of the 
harbour. As a summer holiday resort Cobh 
vies with the most fashionable in Ireland. 
Passage West, formerly a shipbuilding centre; 
Glenbrook, Monkstown, Rushbrock, Cross 
haven, and Aghada pre all attractive places 
on the seaside, while further east is Youghal. 
vhich boasts one of the finest and safest’ 
stretches of beach and bathing along the 
whele coast. 

The town is of partienlar interest to 
visitors, especially those from across Channel, 
hecause here is Mvrtle Grove. where Sir 
Walter Raleigh lived when he was Mavor cf 
Verghel, and here also Spenser wrote his 
Faéry Queen. 

CORK’S COAST, 

The whole coast of Cork is bold and pi: 
turesque, Many of the headlands are hic 
and wild, broken by inlets of the sea running

far inland, and sheltering exquisite little 


villages and towns, With the widespread us? 
of the motor car and motor ‘bus, the wild 
beauty of the Cork ccastline is becoming more 
and more known to travellers. Such historie 
old towns as Kinsale and Bandon, and places 
like Roscarbery and the old fishing village of 
Baltimore, are all brought within easy reach 
of the holiday maker. Off the coast, near 
saltimore, is Cane Clear Island, and far out 
at sea the famous Fastnet Rock. 

Krom Baltimore, which connects 
Skibbereen with the Cork railway 
the coast becomes broken uy) inlo great moun- 
tain promontories, separated by long and deep 
arms of the sea, a type of seenery indeserib- 
ablv magnificent, suggestive of the Norwegian 
fjords. Notwithstanding the rugged character 
of the country, the roacs ave good, while the 
paitway runs threugh Baltimore, Schull ari 
Bantry. Schull is a pleasant holiday resort in 
the midst of romantic scenery, with ‘ Car- 
berv’s Hundred Isles’’ in view, and Mizen 
Head, which affords magnificent seascapes, 
not far away. 

Bantry, standing at the head of proud 
Bantry Bay. is a fine centre for exploring 
this delightful coast district; for from it 
roads radjate in all directions. In addition, 
across the Bay is Glengariff, set in luxuriant 
woods, one of the most charming resorts in 
all Ireland. Not alone is Glengariff a delight- 
ful place to spend a holiday, but it can he 
made a centre for glorious drives along the 
coast to Adrigole and Castletown 3ere- 
haven. or inland towards Kenmare. Kilgar- 
van, Inchigeela and Dunmanway, while those 
on the “ hike’’ can. visit the peaks and glens 
of Caha and Slieve Miskish Mountains. 


KERRY AND LIMERICK.

The drive from Glengariff to Kenmare is a 
delightful approach to the Kingdom of Kerry 
—that world of extraordinary beautv which 
holds Killarney and its lakes, Ireland's 
richest scenic jewel. Some of the delights 
of Kerry will be touched on in a later article, 
but meanwhile the traveller can pass on to 
the adjoining County of Limerick, with its 
many attractive features. The old City of the 
Broken Treaty is famed in history, but in 
it has created a name for itself 
through its association with the great hydro- 
electric power scheme, which has harnessed 


the power of Ireland's lordly River Shannon | 


to provide the electric lighting and driving 
power for the country’s needs. Ardnacrusha. 
with its great head-ravce and its wonderful 
dam and turbines, is an insniring sight, and 
is drawing visitors in great nutnbers to see 
the great engineering achievement which to 
some extent has helped to place the Irish 
Free State on the map of the engineering 
world.

BILL DISCUSSED 


IN COMMITTEE. 


Minister for Fisheries, in moving the 
estimate of £142,107 for Fisheries and 
Gaeltacht Services, announced that 
in future all the work in connection 
with housing in the Gaeltacht would 
be carried on entirely in Irish. 
Sea Fisheries Association, he said, 
was moving forward to a solution of 
ihe problem presented by the fact that 
this country was dependent for half 
its supplies of fresh fish on external 
sources, although surrounded by fish- 
nue fields which were second to none. 
£98,000 of outstanding fishery loans was 
to be written off. 

Jt had been discovered that winter kelp 
could be produced which would be 
worth £10 a ton, which was the most: 
important discovery singe they had 
taken up the subject, and meant that 
ihe making of kelp would become an 
a||-the-year-round occupation, and the 
neome of the kelp-maker would be 
doubled. 

It was proposed to extend the operations 
of the Department on the Western 
seaboard in the matter of the carrj- 
een moss industry. <A _ publicity 
scheme in connection with the in- 
dustry would begin about the end of 
July. 

The Minister’s statement was subjected to 
severe criticism by Mr.  Derrig 
(Fianna Fail), who said that too much 
optimism had been displayed in re- 
gard to certain matters. The pros- 
pects of the fishery industry seemed 
to be generally unfavourable, and the 
problem of the Gaeltacht had not been 
tackled seriously. 

Mr. Derrig expressed the view that what 
was ruining the Gaelic language was 
the fact that it was not being spoken 
in the homer, 

Mr. Jasper Wolfe (Independent) declared 
that they could not get on with the 
three-miles limit, and that it should 
be at: least five or six miles.

FISHERIES AND THE 
GAELTACHT. 


EFFORTS TO GET RID OF 
AN ANOMALY. 


Moving the estimate of. £142,107 for 
fisheries and Gaeltacht services. 

Mr. FIONAN LYNCH, Minister for Lands 
and Fisheries, said that the estimate showed 
a net increase over last year of £95,707, and 
of this increase £72,500 was money required 
for capital expenditure. This capital expen. 
diture was made up as follows :—

He had stated recently that the price of 
winter weed, at £5 per ton, which would not 
be a handsome price, would justify the labour 
of gathering the weed, when no other employ- 
ment was available. He had recently had 
the report of the State laboratory te the 
kelp made from the winter weed, and he was 
glad to say that he had greatly. under- 
estimated the value of that commodity. Saved 
and burned in the manner indicated in the 
report it would yield a kelp worth not less 
than £10 a ton. 

KELP REVOLUTION. . 

This weed, which had hitherto gone to 

waste, was one of the most valuable E kelp- 
making. It was the most important discovery 
since they took up the subject. It meant 
that the making of kelp would become an 
all-the-year-round occupation, and that the 
meome.of the kelp-maker would he doubled. 
He confidently believed that in the coming 
winter very little of this weed would be 
allowed to go to waate, and they felt that 
they. had now got the industry on a basis 
which would lead to a steady advance, not 
only. in the quality, but in the quantity of 
the output, which promised to be much 
greater than last vear. 
_ If they were to secure progress and stability 
in the industry, it was desirable that the 
Department should be the agent for the 
whole of the output of,the kelp. In this 
way only was the highest standard of quality 
to be ae The Department, in making 
ls arrangements for the disposal of the 
kelp, must be able to estimate the quantity 
that it would have to handle, and it most 
have some assurance of the quality and its 
freedom from adulteration. 

This year, therefore, the kelp-maker must 
make up his mind as to whether he desired 
to enter the organisations and dispose of his 
kelp through the agency of the Department. 
If he remained outside he could not expect 
to realise the fall benefits. The intervention 
of the Department in the industry was now 
permanent, and he had no doubt that the 
kelp-makers would decide to come in under 
the scheme. 

CARRIGEEN MOSS. 

The work in comnection with Carrigeen 
moss last vear was on a limited and experi- 
mental scale, and the quantity obtained was 
far short. of the requirements. It was pro- 
posed to extend the operations of the De- 
partment this year to the whole of the 
western seaboard. A _ publicity scheme was 
in preparation, and the sipply of Carrigeen 
moss to the public would begin abont the 


end of July.

Referring to the Minister’s statement that 
experts were satisfied that Donegal home- 
spun was an excellent product, he said that 
he had notreason to criticise the product, but 
he thought that perhaps, the Minister was too 
optimistic. It would be better if he had told 
the House that the industry was running at a 
loss, but that they were moving in the right 
direction.

Minister that the kelp industry was going 
to he self-supporting. bat the éxpenditure of 
£44,750 «n kelp was not covered by the 
appropriation. and if they added the overhead 
expense of the indnstry to the expenditure 
they would be about £5,000 short. . 

As to the Irish language his view was that 
what was ruininz it was that it was not being 
spoken in the homes, but the Government 
should adopt a strong attitude towards Irish- 
sneaking officials remaining in the Gaeltacht.

He noted. the fall in the export of salmon 
and shell fish, but considered that the inland 
fishery conservators should be able to admin- 
ister their fisheries without State essistance, 
and, with thé present fimancial resources from 
the rates, be able to develop the inland 
fisheries. 

RECOVERABLE LOANS. 

Mr. MURPHY (Uab.. Cork W.) said that 
in ‘connection with poaching by foreign 
trawlers the tendency lately shown to impose 
severe penalties and to confiscate the whole 
gear gave hope that these offences would be 
so dealt with as to put an effective stop to 
them. \ 
Mr. JASPER WOLFE (Ind., Cork. K ) said 
that the factor that had contributed more 
than anything else to bring their fishing in- 
dustry to the verge of extinction was the 
existence of the recoverable loans. These 
Joans had been granted before the present 
Government. came into being. and they had 
no responsibility for them. They were made 
at a time when the fishing industry was at 
high level, and now when the industry had 
fallen to a low state répayment was being 
pressed.

“ HOUSING IN IRISH.” 

Reviewing the various branches” of the 
Department s activities, the Minister said 
that it was the intention of the Department 
that in future al] the work in connection with 
housing in the Gaeltacht would be carried 
on entirely in Irish. 

Expenditure in connection with inland 
fisheries showed an increase of £605, due to 
the provision of £400 for a proposed trout 
hatchery, and an additional expenditure of 
£150 for State fishery rights, as well as 
other minor amounts. 

Speaking of the general state of the fishery 
industry, the Minister said that the con- 
sumption of fish in this country was only a 
little over 4lb. per head per annum of the 
population, as against 32lb. per head per 
annum in Great Britain. 

Another anomaly was that this country, 
though surrounded by fishing fields second to 
none, was dependent for something like half 
its supplies of fresh fish on external sources. 

MOVING TO A SOLUTION. 

The Association had come to the con- 
clusion that these were problems which 
called for immediate attention, not only from 
the point of view of development of what 
ought te be a great national asset, but also 
because they regarded it as a necessary first 
step in the development of inshore fisheries. 
If the consumption of fish in this country 
were fully developed the catch of white fish 
ought to be increased by 125 per cent. 

There could be no remedy of the present 
state of the fishing industry until proper 
organisation was provided for the economic 
distribution of fish supplies. The Committee 
of the Association were at close grips with 
this problem, and were moving forward 
ne A a solution. 

Agreement had been reached between his 
Department and the Department of Finance 
in respect of the outstanding fishery loans 
whereby an amount of £98,000 was to be 
written off. This represented over 780 cases. 
The total amount outstanding was a little 
over £120,000, and, therefore, there would 
be left still outstanding a sum of £22,000.

| day last was 2,203, of which over 1,000 had 


been sanctioned. The total amount of ad- 
vances sanctioned was £89,782, the average 
grant being £61. In addition, loans Fad 
been sanctioned elsewhere, and the amount 
sanctioned was £38,999. 

Of the total amount of £250,000 anthorised 
for grants and loans, there had already 
been sanctioned £128,571, and, at the 
present rate of progress, he anticipated 
that the whole amount would be earmarked 
within the next six months, at the end of 
which time it would be necessary to con- 
sider the position. 

The sum of £6,000 was provided for resi- 
dences for teachers tn the Gaeltacht, as one 
of the obstacles in the way of acceptance 
of positions by teachers in the Gaeltacht 
was the absence of proper housing accom- 
modation. 


CRITICISM BY THE 
OPPOSITION. 
MINISTER ACCUSED OF 
UNDUE OPTIMISM. 


Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny), in 


moving that the estimate be referred back 
for ,reconsideration, said that he did not 
think there was anything in the position of 
the fishing industry to justify the strong 
uptimism of the Minister in moving the 
vote.

In the past year the Free State had im- 
ported something like £356,000 worth of 
foreign tish, whereas the exports of fish 
had gone down very considerably. The 
export of cured herrings last year had gage 
down by about fifty per cent., and the other 
cured fish had fallen considerably. The 
indvstry, so far as last year was corzerned, 
was in a very bad way, and he thought 
that the progress made by the Fisheries 
Asso lation wes poor. 

_ . MODERN METHODS. 

Pointing out that the English were pack- 
ing their fish in containers, he said that it 
seemed to him that development would be in 
that direction in future, and their new 
organisation should take cognisance of it 
and be as up-to-date as possible. 

In the marketing of fish a great deal could 
be done with motor transport. 

The question of arrears of loans was one 
which had to be faced, as the loans had 
accumulated to a great volume. If loans 
were to be handed over to the Association, 
he hoped that it would be seen that they 
were all good loans which the Minister was 
satisfied could be collected.

The Commission has not 
attempted to remedy the evil. It assumed 
a live register of 2,500,000 personsp of 
whom 1,750,000 required unemployment 
benefits and 600,000 required transitional 
benefits. The Commission’s* recommenda- 
tions can “ make the scheme balance, if 
the number of persons to be provided. for 
is 200,000 less '” than has been assumed.

Professional Socialism’s 
charitable view is that every mistress is # 
household tyrant and that every servant 
Is a true “‘slavey '’—a broken victim 27f 
under-feeding, Jong hours and miserable 
wages. The Conference of Labour 
Women, which is sitting at Blackpool 
this week, has adopted a ‘‘ Domestic 
Workers’ Charter.” It claims for every 
household servant a minimum wage, 
statutory meals, fixed holidays and ample 
hours of leisure. Most of the speakers 
asserted freely that conditions in domestic 
service had shown no improvement during 
the last fifty years.

A Warrior King. 


One of the minor. but most picturesque, 
figures of the Great War died yesterday 
morning at Amman, in Transjordania. Ibn 
Ali Hussein was a fighting man by @ature ; 
but a forced sojourn in Stamboul, whither 
he had been banished at the age of twenty- 
eight for his complicity in an insurrection 
of Hedjaz tribesmen, stemmed his career 


megt, he was appointed Sheriff of Mecca— 


The War came, and its immediate and 
deferred effects crowded Hussein's remain- 
ing vears. Just before the outset of hostili- 
ties his neighbour, Ibn Saud, who had 
been arousing Arab. patriotism and 
accumulating arms for more than a decade, 
had captured the Hasa province of Arabia. 
Two years later Hussein’ assumed the 
title of King of the Hedjaz, and, with the 
aid of an army organised by the cele- 
brated Colonel Lawrence, drove the Turks 
from the whole western seaboard of Arabia. 
Long before the War was finished the 
peninsula was independent, with Ibn Saud 
ruling in the Nejd—the great central 
province—and Hussein lord of the Hedjaz. 
Henceforward Arabia was the scene of 
perpetual warfare between the two Kings. 
In 1924, by general invitation, the 
Caliphate of Irak and Transjordania 
was added to Hussein's honours; but 
he could not prevail against the 
growing strength of Ibn Saud and the 
Wahabis, who forced him to abdicate the 
throne of the Hedjaz in 1925. Thus for a 
second time the old King became an exile. 
His line, however, is supreme in Irak, and 
lingers under British protection in Trans- 
jordania, where Hussein has breathed his 
last.

ABUSES AND ANOMALIES. 


The Commission points out that what 
have heen commonly termed “' abuses’’ of 
the Acts may be more fairly | called 
“ anomalies,'” and that many classes of 
claim which have been criticised as being 
not properly within the scheme. are per- 
missible under existing legislation. Many 
of these anomalies arise under the 
operation of the present continuity rules. 

Two members of the Commission. Mr.

MAN WHO GOT KINGDOM 
BY A RUSE. 


From RFEUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 

JERUSALEM, Thursday. 
HE detachment. of British | troops 
stationed at the historic Damastus 
Gate this afternoon saluted the coffin of a 
certain Moslem who once caught White- 
hall napping, and was more than once a 
source of embarrassment to Great Britain. - 
He was ex-King Hussein of the Hedjaz, 
who obtained his kingdom by a ruse as 
clever as any in the annals of diplomacy. 

One day in 1916 the Grand Sheriff’ of 
Mecca invited all diplomats to a tea party 
at his Jeddah residence. The diplomats 
suspected nothing, but half-way through 
the meal the Grand Sheriff dropped a 
bombshell among the teacups by proclaim- 
ing himself King. 

The diplomats were struck dumb, as 
they had no time to consult with each 
other as to what attitude to adopt, and so 
successful was this coup that Hussein was 
recognised as King of the Hedjaz by Great 
Britain and the Allies within the year. 


THE FUNERAL PROCESSION. 

The King’s coffin arrived here at three 
o'clock this afternoon, and a procession 
was formed passing by way of Herod’s 
Gate and Damascus Gate to the Haram-el- 
Sherif. Police led the cortéqe, in which 
a Moslem band and people bearing 
banners were prominent. 

Ex-King Ali and the Amir Abdullah, 
ruler of Transjordan, sons of the dead 
King, followed close behind the coffin, as 
did a representative of the High Com- 
missioner in Palestine, the chief British 
representative in Amman, the President 
of the Arab Executive, the Deputy 
District Commissioner, the Mayor of 
Jerusalem, and the various foreign 
Consuls and representatives of the Jewish 
Agency. 

The body was taken into the Mosque, 
where the customary prayers were said, 
and the burial took place shortly after- 
wards near the Mosque of Fl Aksa. An 
enormous and respectful crowd, numbering 
many thousands, joined in the procession 
and lined the streets. 


REVOLT AGAINST TURKEY. 

Ex-King Hussein was a man of sharp 
intelligence and signal adroitness,. In a 
battle of wits with Ibn Saud, leader of the 
fanatical Wahabis, who e-entually sup- 

lanted him on the Throne of the Hedjaz, 
lussein would doubtless have won, but 
his subtlety was of no avail against the 
ferocious Wahabi hordes. 

Why did Hussein: decide to lead the 
Arab revolt against Turkish rule? How 
far he was influenced by dislike of 
Turkish tutelage or by the lure of British 
gold will remain a secret, but it is certain 
that this man who never failed to exact 
his pound of flesh got it in the shape 
of stocks of gold. 


GOLD THAT VANISHED. 

What became of these vast subsidies has 
never been discovered, but it is related that 
at. the time of the ex-King’s flight from 
Jeddah there were several ponderous 
trunks among his baggage full of bright 
British sovereigns.

NEW PROPOSALS 
UNDER REVIEW. 


BOARD RULING ON 
AGREEMENT.

The Irish Railway Wages Board 
resumed its sitting yesterday at Upper 
Merrion street, Dublin. Mr. Justice 
Wvlie (chairman) presided. 

The companies sought 
reduction in the rates of pay to all con- 
ciliation grades, stationmasters and goods 
avents, male and female clerks, and super- 
visors whose rates of pay are fixed by 
agreement; and the abolition of guaran- 
teed day and week ard extra pay for night 
and Sunday work. 

The Belfast and County Down Railway 
was not associated with the application 
for a salaries and waves reduction, but 
are a party to it as regards night duty, 
Sunday duty and guaranteed day and 
week 


N.U.R. PROPOSALS. 


The N.U.R. proposals stipulate for: A 
minimum rate of not less than £3 per week 
for adult grades ; that the rates of pay of 
juniors be increased in accordance with a 
definite scale; that with respect to any 
grades working more than eight hours per 
day @r forty-eight hours per week, their 
hours of duty be brought down to such 
number of hours per day or per week ; 
that in respect of grades not in receipt of 
the guaranteed day and guaranteed week, 
the guaranteed day and week shall apply ; 
that the annual holiday of all staffs not in 
receipt of twelve days or more with pay 
shall be brought up to twelve days; that 
the post of hybrid grade be abolished. 

Senator J. T. O'Farrell, advocate for 
the Railway Clerks’ Association, asked to 
be permitted to raise a point of procedure. 
He claimed that the R.C.A. and the grade 
represented by that organisation should be 


discharged from the proceedings on the | 


ground that there was no disagreement 


between the Railway Companies and the | 


salaried grade of the R.C.A. 

After long and delicate negotiations, a 
provisional settlement was arrived at in 
which representatives of the R.C.A.. dis- 
regarding the strength of their case on its | 
merits, but with a genuine desire to make | 
a contribution to railway stability, agreed | 
to make a substantial contributfon to -rail- | 
way finances by a voluntary reduction in 
ulready meagre salaries. ~ 

He proceeded to compiain that, while it 
had beem agreed by the parties during 
the negotiations that no publicity as to 
details should be allowed pending ratifica- 
tion, a newspaper, the proprietor of which 
was himself a railway director, was able 
to produce a copy of the agreement in 
detail.. The publication of those details, 
he suggested, had prejudiced the position. 

In the interests of the railway companies 
themselves, and in order to preserve the 
principles of collective bargaining, the 
Board was requested to decide that no 
disagreement existed between the R.C.A. 
and the railwav companies. The R.C.A

FACING UP TO THE 
PROBLEM. 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—The Royal Commission on Un 
employment Insurance, after six months’ 
labours, has produced an interim report. 
The Commission was appointed to supple- 
ment—or, more properly, to suppress — 
the work of the Three Party Committee, 
which seemed likely to reach drastic and 
unpalatable conclusions. It is, therefore, 
the creation of the Government, devised 
upon the most charitable hypothesis to 
see whether the broad principles of 
reform. which all who had previously 
studied the dole system had been forced 
to advocate, were really inevitable. 

The recommendations of the majority 
report are admittedly drastic and dis- 
agreeable, but its signatories are fully 
justified in their claim that any way out 
of the existing confusion between insur- 
ance and relief must be unpleasant. They 
have clearly striven to be as little un- 
pleasant as possible consistently with the 
facts of the case, and most of the main 
features of their report are unchallenge- 
able. By assuming an average live 
register of 2,500,000, they have avoided 
the error which wrecked the scheme of the 
Blanesburgh Committee of an unduly 
optimistic forecast of the state of trade. 


MASS INSURANCE. 


Their estimate of the number of transi. 


tionals takes, at least, some account of | 


the growing average length of periods of 
employment. They have distributed the 
shock of reform between industry, the tax- 
payer and the unemployed, although two 
of their number consider that even so the 
shock to the taxpayer is unduly heavy. 
Be that as it may. they have, at least, 
brought the fund much nearer solvency. 
If there is one criticism of principle which 
may properly be advanced at this stage, it 
is that they have adhered to the principle 
of mass insurance, which produces great 
complications in administration, and may 
even inflict hardship on the individual 
insured person, instead of reverting to 
insurance of the individual. But at least 
the principle of most of the changes which 
they propose is sound within the limits 
of mass insurance. The total of benefits 
to be drawn is brought into some relation 
to the total of contributions. 

The rates of benefit are designed to 
ensure that the employed person shall not 
be worse off than the unemployed. The 
qualifications for insurance provide that 
claimants shall, at least, be in the 
insurance field and interested in obtaining 
regular work. 


THE MEANS TEST. 


As for those who fall out of insurance. 
the majority report recommends the essen- 
tial condition of the means test. which 
unt‘l recently has been a recognised con- 
dition of the receipt of unearned main- 
tenance by public funds. The first im- 
pression, therefore. of the whole document, 
which is confirmed by the clash between 
the majority and the minority report. 
is that it will make prevarication im- 
possible upon the question whether un- 
emplovment insurance should he insurance 
or a disguised form of poor relief.

Mr. FP. MeGilligan, Minister for 
External Affairs for the Irish Free State, 
who has been absent at Geneva in connec- 
tion with the League of Nations, has 
returned to Dublin, and was at his office 
in Government Buildings yesterday.

Another surprise of this race may he 
provided by Mr. Bernard 0. Davis, who 
is driving a giant Mercedes to-morrow. 
He was at the wheel of Mr. Tarylor’s 
Alfa Romeo during the practices yester- 
day morning, and he made a considerable 
improvement in the lap speed of that car 
over that set up by Mr. Taylor, who ‘s 
not as experienced a driver as Mr. Davis. 
There is a likelihood, therefore. of Mr. 
Davis driving Mr. Tavlor’s Alfa Romeo 
to-dav, and if he does so the Alfa Romeo 
will prove another menace to the Midgets. 


EVERYTHING READY. 


For the rest, Sir Malcolm Campbell's 
great experience as a racing driver, and 
the manner in which he has handled his 
little car during the practices, are factors 
that must be counted, and it would be 
a great day if he should run out the 
winner. 

All the cars and their drivers are in 
perfect form for the race. Yesterday, the 
mechanics and drivers were busy in the 
various garages all over the city getting 
their cars into final trim. There is only 
one other absentee from the original entries 
for this race, and that is Sir Henry 
Birkin’s Alfa Romeo. At the last moment 
the entrant, Mr. Styles. found that he 
had to “ scratch ” the car, as he could 
not get it over in time. There is no more 
disappointed man than Sir Henry Birkin, 
and his presence in the race as a com- 
petitor will be missed. Mr. (’. S. Stain- 
land ‘‘scratched’’ his M.G. Midget entry 
some days ago. He crashed his car racing 
across Fngland to get to Dublin in time 
for the practices. 


THE LAST PRACTICE. 


VERY HIGH SPEEDS. 


The practices yesterday morning were 
noteworthy because of the extremely high 
speeds that were set up. Cavalier Campari 
put his foot down on the accelerator of 
his Maserati and lapped at 90.2 m.p.h., 
which is only one mile short of the

AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS.

All: nations of the 
earth were straining every nerve to capture 
that market; surely the Irish Free State, 
with the benefit of proximity, could hold 
its own, and even increase its exports to the 
United Kingdom. 

It was true that the prices that can be 
obtained for our produce have fallen, but 
these prices are international, and the Irish 
farmers must organise themselves to com- 
pete at international prices. It was foolish 
to assert that the home market for agricul- 
tural produce could take the place of ex- 
ports. He did not suggest that the home 
market should be neglected; it was most 
valuable and should be assiduously cul- 
tivated. 


A COMPARISON. 


‘Lhe imports of butter into the Irish Free 
State, the Chairman said, are Jess than 10 
per cent. of the exports of butter, and those 
exports are only about 10 per cent. of the 
total imports of butter into the United King- 
dom. fhe imports int the Irish Free State 
vl eggs are only about one per cent. of the 
exports of eggs, which in turn are 25 per 
cent. of the total imports of eggs into the 
lnited Kingdcm.

HIGHEST VETERINARY 
AWARD.

LONDON, Thursday. 
Pi veterinary J. F. Craig, Principal of the 
Veterinary College of Ireland, Dublin, 

' __ and Past-President of the Royal College 
ot Vetermary Surgeons, was to-day presented 
with the John Henry Steel Memorial Gold 
Medal, which is described as the highest 
award of the profession. 

The presentation ceremony took place 
during the annual general meeting of the 
College in Red Lien Square, London. Sir 
John McFadyean, the President, handed the 
medal to Professor Craig, amidst applause. 

“Jt is a great honour, well deserved,” Sir 
John said. ‘It is not necessary, in this 
meeting, to give evidence to show that 
Professor Craig highly deserves this honour. 
No one has acted more constantly than he 
has throughout his life for the advancement 
of the profession and the Veterinary 
College.”’ : 


PROFESSOR CRAIG’S REPLY. 

Professor Craig expressed his very great 
appreciation of the high honour cuwnferred 
upon him in selecting him as the recipient of 
the medal. He recalled that Sir John 
McFadyean was the first J. H. Steel 
Medallist, and was also his old teacher. “I 
regard this honour the higher because Sir 
John has presented the medal to me,” he 
raid. '' Everyone who is a member of the 
profession regards the medal as a very. great 
| iegard it as a recognition of work 
dene, but also as an encouragement and 
inspiration to work that may be done.”’ 

This was the first medal to be struck in 
gold. The last J. H. Steel Medal was 
awarded m 1928. It is given to perpetuate 
the memory of “an earnest worker,’

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 
HE Prime Minister, in the Commons this 
33 afternoon, moved a guillotine resolu- 
tion for the further stages of the 
Finance Bill. His posal was to allow 
eight days for the Committee stage, three 
days for report, and one day for third read- 
ing. There were, he ee rom ch, only forty- 
two parliamentary days, excluding Fridays, 
between now and 14th August, and ten of 
those days were mortgaged for the business of 
Supply. Account h to be taken of 
bills now before the House, and there was 
the prospect of emergency legislation im con- 
nection with coal mines and unemployment 
insurance. ‘They already had some mdication 
that the Opposition intended to obstruct, 
rather than discuss, the Finanee Bill, and 
in such circumstances the Government could 
not take the risk of its not becoming law 
by the fixed statutory date. He was, how- 
ever, prepared to depart from the time-table 
proposed by giving two extra days for 
Committee. 
MOTION FOR REJECTION. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in moving the 
rejection of the resolution, said that the action 
proposed was entirely unjustifiable. This was 
not an ordinary finance bill. At least two- 
thirds of it was concerned, not with finance, 
but with machinery for the valuation and 
subsequent taxation of land values. This 
subject ought properly to have been dealt 
with by a separate bill. 

Mr. Ernest Brown, Liberal member for 
Leith, said that in this matter of the guillo- 
tane he was not in agreement with other 
members of hig party. The Prime Minister 
had no right whatever to ask the House to 
part with the cgatrol of finance, and to limit 
discussion when they knew that the real 
trouble was that the Labour back-benchers

SILVER QUESTION — 
WORLD CONFERENCE 
SUGGESTED. } 

A Salt Lake City telegram of June 3 says: 

Informal discussions having revealed, accord- 
ing to a telegram received from President 
Hoover, that other nations are ó sís to 
the holding of an International Conference on 
silver at the present time, Senator Smoot, 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, 
suggested to-day as an alternative that an 
‘*wnofficial informal rid conference should 
be convened under :  suspices of the Inter- 
nationai Chamber ©. Commerce, preferably 
in London.” The purpose of such a gather- 
ing would, he intimated, be to draft definite 
plans “‘which the Governments would take 
cognisance of for official action.” The 
‘‘other nations’ referred to by Mr. Hoover 
as opposing the holding of a silver confer- 
ence are, according to authoritative circles in 
Washington, Great Britain and France, the 
former aoi of the situation in India and 
France on the ground that she has no direct 
interest in the question. Officials of the 
State Department, according to a Washington 
telegram, express disappointment at their 
failure to shape Fe ca definite in the 
way of a conference. Both China and Japan 
are favourable to the idea and willing to co- 
operate. Significance is attached in Washing- 
ton to Senator Smoot’s proposal coming as it 
does on top of the President's telegrani. No 
comment on the proposal is forthcoming from 
the White House. 


SWISS INDUSTRIALS. 

The Swiss Bank Corporation forwards a 
copy of a booklet just issued, giving brief 
particulars regarding some of the principal 
industrial concerns and holding companies, 
the shares of which enjoy an active market 
on the Swiss Stock Exchanges. Switzerland 
has suffered to a less degree than other 
countries from the effects of the general 
economic depression, thanks to the stable 
political conditions which have so long 
existed, the sound financial policy pursued by 
the Federal Government, and to the fact that 
the technical excellence of Swiss manufac- 
tures enables them to compete successfully in 
the world’s markets, in snite of relatively 
high production costs. The osition of 
Swiss companies may, on the Bw be re- 
garded as satisfactory.
